It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

It was noted that Examiner is giving the claimed elements their broadest reasonable interpretation. For example, it was 
noted that the recited limitation of "an interface that enables the healtcare provider to form an electronic 
communciation link with the payor" does not require an active communication link to be present, and that this limitation 
would better distinguish over the prior art if it were recited in active, rather than passive language. It was further noted 
that recitation of a "patient registration kiosk system that allows patients to self-register for an appointment..." occurs in 
the preamble only, and that a preamble is generally not accorded any patentable weight where it merely recites the 
purpose of a process or the intended use of a structure, and where the body of the claim does not depend on the 
preamble for completeness but, instead, the process steps or structural limitations are able to stand alone. See In re 
Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 
1951). 

Examiner will reconsider the references in light of amendments made that clarify the claims without changing the scope 
of the claims; however, any amendment which changes the scope of the claims would require new search and 
consideration and would not be entered after Final Rejection unless submitted with a timely filed Request for Continued 
Examination (RCE) in compliance with 37 CFR 1.114.
